Ninth Avenue annex. 

The position created by this ad- 
dition will be filled by a Commis- 
sioner of Fine Arts. It shall be this 
commissioner’s duty to oversee all 
student productions in dramatics 
and music. 

Anticipating an overwhelming 
approval of this measure, Baldwin 
has stated that students wishing to 
seek this office may secure can- 
didacy petitions in the Hornet of- 
fice or from Miss Shaeffer in room 
110 of the main building. 

The proposed addition to the con- 
stitution reads: 

The Commissioner of Fine Arts 

Clause 1. He shall be in charge 
of all student productions in dra- 
matics and music. 

2. He shall see that no student 
takes part in a student production 
who is not a member of the Sacra- 
mento State College Student Asso- 
ciation. 

3. He shall prepare and submit 
budget estimates, and shall main- 
tain a close account of all funds 
expended in promoting student 


activities within the scope of his 
commission.

deputies in the attorney general’s 
office. 

Still in progress for a 27-acre 
railroad right of way strip adjoin- 
ing the main tract are negotiations 
with the Central Pacific Railroad, 
owners of the property.

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College Papers Are Honest 


Here is an interesting fact about college newspapers many of 
them are honest. The Associated Press recently carried the story of 
Columbia University’s student newspaper, the Columbia Daily Specta- 
tor. and its blistering comments against the president of that school, 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower, The Spectator is reported to have edi- 
torially commented concerning an Eisenhower speech at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel in New York, “if the speech was a trial balloon, we think 
publie reaction will soon flatten it.” 

Eisenhower, who had stated in that talk that he thought too much 
emphasis was being placed on personal security at the expense of 
individual liberty, was turther “flattened” by the Spectator. He had 
said that perhaps people wanted champar ie when t}.ey should have “hot 
dogs and beer”; the Spectator retaliaved with the following editorial 
comment: 

“Being content ith beer and hot dogs has never been part of the 
American tradition we know. The one we know assures any citizen that 
he may some day eat champagne and caviar, and in the White House at 


that. We don’t know, of course, but we are willing to bet beer and hot | 


dogs weren't on the menu at the Waldorf-Astoria last Wednesday night, 
either. 

“We gather the General believes the American people are unduly 
obsessed with a desire for security to the detriment of their personal 
liberties.” 

Now we (the Hornet) don’t necessarily believe the Spectator is right, 
but we are happy to observe that the Spectator has the chance to make 
its honest opinions known. The fact that this student paper was direct- 
ing its remarks at the president of its school, coincidentally a national 
figure, without fear, further bespeaks for the integrity of some college 
publications. 

A college publication is in a unique situation which it should take 
advantage of; it can be honest if it wishes. Commercial newspapers are 
sometimes swayed in their editorial policies and handling of news stories 
by money matters the desires of large advertisers. But the collegiate 
paper can operate without particular regard to whose toes it may be 
trampling on. What more desirable democratic practice is there than 
this ? 

So we say ‘bravo’ to the Spectator, right or wrong, for its brave 
honesty. May college newspapers, one of the few mediums open for the 
expression of unprejudiced and unbiased opinion, always enjoy this 
privilege. And may the Hornet always live up to a reputation for being 
pinionating.’

All of us know there is more to the motion picture business than 
meets the eye when it gazes at the silver screen on the average of once 
a week. To mention names like Warner Brothers, 20th Century Fox 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, RKO, or Universal-International would be ac- 
counting common knowledge to modern movie addicts. But suppose I 
jot down names like Edison, Pathe, Biograph, Lubin, Essanay, Vita- 
graph, Melies, Kalem, Klein, and Selig Polyscope. Do they ring any 
bells? About 1910 they certainly did. They were the American movie 
studios which gave the industry the shove that put it where it is today. 
But let’s not start there; come back a few years to 1907 when the first 
“feature” film was produced by William Selig, who, with such people as 
D. W. Griffth, Jesse Lasky, Edison and Mack Sennett, pioneered “the 
flickers.” The first “feature,” a dainty opus entitled “Damon and 
Pythias,” was also the first “two-reeler.” before taking such a long step 
into making such a lengthy picture, Selig had for 13 years previous, 
produced single-reelers bearing names like “The Nursemaid,” “The 
Cop,” “The Gambler’s Threat,” and “Spooners.” Selig made a “long” 
picture and believe it or not, a theater manager in Chicago called him 

jon it, saving the picture was too long — outlandishly long, and that it 
kept audiences in the theater too long. How long was it? The length of 
a present day newsreel. If that manager had run “Gone With the Wind,” 
he would have gone off his rocker. 


The early days of the picture business are truly intriguing. Produc- 
ing a picture was like brewing coffee. Selig knocked one out between 
trains in [llinois. 

“THEM” DAYS 

The “good old days” of picture making seem far behind us now, 
when we are entertained by such film classics as “Citizen Kane,” “Jane 
Eyre,” “Hamlet,” “Henry V,” “The Red Shoes,” and many, many others. 
i By and large, they are, for no other industry has progressed so far in 
| so short a time, with the exception of radio, than have the movies. But 
let modern movies wait a while. I'm going to run off a few reels that 
graced the screens of yesteryear, before the rise of sound; even before 
Jolson hit his stride. Herewith are the days of Kathlyn Williams, eariy 
day thrill actress who did her own stunting; Anita Stewart, who acted 
for $2.50 a day and later earned $3,000 a week in 1921; of those lovable, 
laughable Keystone Cops, Chester Conklin, Mack Swain, Fatty Arbuckle, 
Bobby Vernon, Ford Sterling, Clyde Cook, James Finlayson, and Hank 
Mann; of Buster Keaton, never knuwn to smile; and lastly, of Ben Tur- 
pin, with his crossed-eye, cigar, bowler, and long neck.

TWO MAINSTAYS 

Mainstays of early comedy films were two actions, pie throwing and 
car chases. If any of you saw W. C. Fields’ “The Bank Dick,” when it 
played Sacramento recently (a revival, of course), you can realize the 
himoroeus value of three or four cars roaring over county roads at break- 
neck speed, narrowly missing crashes, and systematically falling apart.

Although movies for the majority made comedy a main subject, 
serious work was not entirely neglected. Some of America’s epoch 
marking films were of serious nature. “Birth of A Nation” is perhaps 
foremost of these. It is followed closely by other sagas of drama. “In- 
tolerance,” made in 1916 by D. W. Griffith, closely rivals “Birth of A 
Nation,” as does “The Sign of the Cross,’ an early masterpiece of the 
epic king, Cecil B. DeMille.

SMPHASIZE OR DE-EMPHASIZE? 

A recent meeting of the state college presidents revealed that action 
will be taken by the eight presidents to de-emphasize football as a col- 
lege sport. 

The presidents went on record as favoring rigid enforcement of the 
National Athletic Association’s sanity code. Which means that no funds 
will be used to buy uniforms or equipment for intercollegiate sports. The 
code also points out that coaches are to be paid only the salary they 
qualify for on the faculty level. Any extra pay from so-called quarter- 
back clubs will be regulated as a violation and disciplinary action against 
the coach. 

The policy of the presidents was aimed at Fresno State, San Jose 
State, and San Diego State, where the athletic programs reportedly 
have gotten out of control. 

Solicitation of athletes and subsidation of coaches was brought up 
at the meeting. The group favors the discouragement of such action. 

“Solicitation is taken to mean subsidization and proselytization of 
players without regard to academic qualification,” the report adds. 

A great many colleges sponsor their football teams from the student 
association funds. }t has been reported that on some state college cam- 
puses, the admission take is not sufficient to support football. 

Athletes, the presidents point out, shall be admitted to the institu- 
tions on the same basis as any other students and shall be required to 
observe and maintain the same schedule and academic standards. 

The recruiting policy is as follows: 

“No member of an athletic staff or other official representative of 
athletic interests shall solicit the attendance at his institution of any 
prospective students with the offer of financial aid or equivalent induce- 
ments.” 

We here at Sacramento State College need to take heed of the recent 
action as taken by the college presidents. Although we have no football 
team as yet, it is reasonable to expect that we will have a club in the 
somewhat near future, probably once we are located on the new campus. 

Actually there are only two alternatives on the football situation as 
we see it. To de-emphasize football causes some headaches in that 
material and the caliber of play runs so thin that a long losing streak 
usually results. This is then followed by angry student demonstrations, 
who favor ousting the nearest fall guy, the coach.
